1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed method 
is for forming a semiconductor device with s substrate having a depression and ground/signal 
planes with a flip chip having an air bridge attached and the depression id formed by etching. 
Gulick et al. show a method for mounting a chip that could have an air bridge mounted over a 
depression but the depression is in a circuit board. Takahashi et al. show a circuit with an air 
bridge flip chip mounted to a silicon chip but there is no depression. Thus the claimed method is 
not shown in the prior art.
